longin Truſt : the which is the onely means to keep them. from Corrup- 
rio or Opprefſion, * Whzn they ſhall be. reduced to: a private Capacity, 
and be ſubj:& ro.giye an Account of their Truſt,dorh not that .Comnan- 
wealth ſtand better Aflured to be free from Corruption, then that, Conſti-

pointed. for ſuch matters. And theſe- decide ſome of thoſe things. which 
are preſemed-to them, and report the reſt to the Pregads or Great Councel, 
They continue bur one year-in this Charge, and: go out rogether ; and the 
others which are creared by the Great Councel, enter into this Office with 
the new*ReQor, the-firſt day of January, |

have Fees of the Content anſwerbefore the petty Counce!l. Theſe 
Judges are made ReRors,as the Purveyors be. 

There are nroreover three Office's upon the Art of Wool; theſe do com-
